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Under  The 
International 
Spotlight  . . .

Newspaper  headlines  during  the 
past  few  days  have  been  both  alarm- 
ing and  reassuring — alarming  because 
of  certain  anticipated  alleged  threats 
by  Chancellor  Hitler;  and  reassuring 
because  of  the  diplomatic  firmness  and 
frankness  of  the  Roosevelt  pronuncia- 
niento  to  the  nations. 

On  the  eve  of  an  important  Hitler 
speech,  Pres.  Roosevelt  takes  the  ini- 
tiative and  addresses  54  nations,  in- 
cluding Russia,  an,  the  absolute  neces- 
sity of  international  cooperation  to  as- 
sure world  peace. 

Apparently,  greater  recognition  is 
now  being  given  to  the  fact  that  stabil- 
ity in  commerce  and  trade  is  unmis- 
takably linked  with  “security”  and  an 
adequate  disarmament  program,  for 
immediate  issues  revolve'  about  the 
Disarmament  Conference  at  Geneva, 
rather  ,than  the  Economic  Conference 
at  London  in  June:  and  unless  satis- 
factorily adjusted  within  the  next  three 
weeks,  presage  grave  doubts  of 
achieving  economic  amity. 

World  attention  has  been  focussed 
on  Germany  and  France,  and  it  will 
be  of  prime  interest  to  follow  negotia- 
tions by  which  the  governments  of 
these  countries  may  arrive  at  a com- 
promise which  will  be  acceptable  to 
each. 

Prime  Minister  MacDonald  offered 
a plan  of  dfearmament  which  seems  to 
meet  the  approval  of  Germany  and 
which  is  endorsed  by  Pres.  Roosevelt 
and  recommended  to  the  nations; 
Italy  and  Russia  have  fallen  in  line; 
Japan  still  resorts  to  the  use  of  the 
very  weapons  of  offense  which  the 
plan  would  outlaw  and  hence  is  un- 
sympathetic with  some  of  the  provi- 
sions; BUT,  the  greatest  stumbling- 
block  to  the  practical  efficacy  of  the 
idea  is  France. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  plan, 
certain  concessions  would  be  made  to 
Gemany,  but  France,  in  her  efforts 
to  preserve  the  status  quo  and  to 
guarantee  her  security,  makes  strong 
objections  to  any  change  in  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Treaty  of  Versailles, 
Germany,  on  the  other  hand  seems 
willing  to  destroy  all  armaments,  but 
demands  equal  privileges  with  other 
powers.  According  to  Hitler,  this 
need  not  mean  increase  of  German 
arms,  but  rather  disarmament  on  the 
part  of  her  neighbors.  This  is  reason- 
able since  the  provisions  of  Versailles 
specify  the  complete  disarming  of 
Germany,  and  also,  the  limitation  of 
the  armaments  of  all  other  nations. 

In  connection,  Lloyd  George,  one  of 
the  “Big  Five”  of  1919,  recently  stat- 
ed: “The  nations  which  compelled 
Germany  to  sign  the  treaty  not  only 
failed  to  carry  out  their  pledge,  but 
the  majority  of  them — all  in  fact  ex- 
cept ourselves  (Gt.  Britain) — have  in-, 
creased  their  armaments.” 

And  so  it  seems  that  France  parti- 
cularly, is  fighting  any  change;  but 
unless  she  is  willing  to  assist  in  bring- 
ing about  a compromise  it  is  evident 
that  Germany  has  made  up  her  mind 
and  threatens  to  leave  the  league  of 
Nations  if  she  is  not  considered  at  tht 
Disarmament  Conference — and  what 
then? 


By  including  Russia  in  his  recent 
message.  Pres.  Roosevelt  according  to 
official  circles,  has  made  “technical” 
recognition  of  the  Soviet,  and  many 
are  considering  how  far  in  a diplomatic 
way  this  will  carry  the  U.  S.  into 
Russian  affairs.  Undoubtedly,  the 
Soviet  must  be  recognized  as  an  econ- 
omic unit  at  the  forthcoming  Econ- 
omic Conference  but  it  seems  ques- 
tionable that  virtual  political  recogni- 
tion will  be  accorded  her  government. 

Unless  there  is  a change  in  the 
status  of  the  Soviet  government  and 
some  reconciliation  of  aims  and  ob- 
jectives, it  does  seem  that  Russia  is  in 
a peculiar  position — -Hitler  has  pro- 
nounced against  Russian  Communism; 
Mussolini  is  unsympathetic;  Britian’s 
recent  experience  will  hardly  induce 
favorable  relations;  Japan  fears  Sov- 
ietism in  the  Far  hast ; and  China  is 
now  perturbed  over  the  possibility  of 
Russia’s  selling  her  interest  in  the 
Chinese-Eastern  Railroad  in  Manchu- 
kuo  to  Japan  . . . Nevertheless,  160,- 
000,000  people  cannot  be  eternally 
ostracized  because  a small  minority 
have  jumped  to  the  controls;  neither

can  an  economic  experiment  which 
has  aroused  the  interest — and  anta- 
gonism— of  the  world,  be  ignored,  for 
western  economic  civilization  as  well, 
is  coming  to  realize  the  necessity  of 
such  planning  and  control  in  indus- 
try. 

Russia  is  one  her  way — but  where? 


Some  subsidence  in  anti-Semitic 
movement  is  noticed  within  Germany 
of  late  owing  to  the  rise  of  important 
international  issues;  but  we  note, 
nevertheless  that  Chancellor  Hitler 
has  placed  restrictions  on  the  entrance 
of  Germans  as  well  as  Jews  into  the 
universities  in  order  to  better  control 
education,  and  to  prevent  overcrowd- 
ing of  the  professions  by  university 
graduates. 

Various  nationalistic  tendencies  have 
been  noted  hitherto,  but  another  which 
invites  significant  attendance  is  an  at- 
tempt on  the  part  of  National-Social- 
ists— if  the  report  be  correct— -to  pro- 
hibit the  sale  of  books  by  Feucht- 
wanger  (who  recently  completed  his 


Jewish  novel  “Josephus),  Stefan 
Zweig,  Jacob  Wasserman,  the  Manns, 
and  also  foreign  authors. 

This  attempt  reminds  us  somewhat 
of  other  proscriptions  made  on  books 
in  other  periods  of  history:  the  “burn- 
ing of  the  books”  by  Shi-Huang-Ti 
in  the  2nd  Century  B.  C.  in  China, 
because  of  his  fear  that  the  old  tradi- 
tions would  interfere  with  progress  re- 
form; the  medieval  censorship  ex- 
ercised by  the  Church  authorities;  the 
attempted  curtailment  of  printing  etc. 
in  the  time  of  Milton  which  gave 
momentum  to  his  “Areopagitica;”  and 
in  our  time  and  country,  the  effort  on 
the  part  of  Congressmen  to  limit  publi- 
cations and  to  exercise  a rigid  censor- 
ship. 

In  all  such  efforts  to  obliterate  it 
would  be  well  to  remember  Milton’s 
injunction:  “To  the  pure  all  things 
are  pure;  not  only  meats  and  drinks, 
but  all  kinds  of  knowledge  whether  of 
good  or  evil;  the  knowledge  cannot 
defile,  nor  consequently  the  books,  if 
the  will  and  conscience  be  not  defiled.”

Collection  Of  Fossils 
Added  To  Y Museum 


A second  collection  of  fossils  has 
been  received  by  the  natural  history 
museum  of  Brigham  Young  university 
from  the  Smithsonian  institution, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  states  Dr.  Geo.  H. 
Hansen  ,head  of  the  B.  Y.  U.  geology 
department.  Dr.  J.  Stewart  Williams, 
alumnus  of  the  “Y,”  and  now  a work- 
er in  the  Washington  institution,  ar- 
ranged for  the  shipment  of  the  speci- 
mens. 

The  fossils  are  all  pelecypods  of 
Eocene  age,  and  are  chiefly  from  Ohio 
and  Virginia.  They  are  entirely  new 
to  the  university  collection,  says  Dr, 
Hansen.  Geology  students  are  already 
identifying  and  labelling  them.  The 
fossils  have  been  secured  through  an 
exchange  arrangement,  and  examples 
of  local  fossils  will  be  sent  to  Wash- 
ington to  be  added  to  the  Smithson- 

Several  weeks  ago  Dr.  Williams  sent 
a shipment  of  fossils  of  other  kinds 
to  the  university.

Cougars  Primed  For  Conference  Track  Meet

The  state  track  meet  last  Saturday 
provided  upsets  galore.  Who  thought 
that  Snyder  would  trail  an  Aggie  un- 
known to  the  tape?  Who  expected 
Snell  to  grab  the  javelin  throw?  Dope 
couldn’t  see  Millet  getting  five  points 
in  the  broadjump,  and  most  dopesters 
hardly  expected  Ed  Brady  to  defeat 
so  consistent  a high  jumper  as  Kne- 
well  Rushforth.  These  upsets,  unex' 
pected  as  they  were,  didn't  grieve  or 
surprise  us  half  so  much  as  did  the 
news  that  Utah  accumulated  three 
points  more  than  did  the  Cougars. 


Track,  tennis,  baseball,  mushball, 
horseshoes,  badminton,  and  a hike  to 
the  Y are  the  forms  of  exercise  which 
are  available  to  Brigham  Young  stu- 
dents at  present.  The  latter  is  a re- 
creational feature  which  can  be  dupli- 
cated in  few  other  regions.  A hike 
to  the  Y,  to  Maple  Flat,  to  Rock 
Canyon,  or  to  Timp;  in  moonlight, 
sunlight,  rain  or  snow]  gives  a mental 
and  physical  perspective  that 
thoroughly  worth,  while. 


The  state  meet  saw  Young  tracks- 
ters  snare  eight  first  places  and  a 
tie  for  another,  as  compared  with  five 
firsts  and  a tie  for  Utah,  and  three 
firsts  for  the  Aggies.  This  information 
leads  to  an  apparent  and  interesting 
conclusion.  Utah’s  large  enrollment 
produces  no  more  outstanding  athletes 
than  does  the  smaller  Y enrollment. 
It  is  the  extensive  participation  pro- 
gram at  the  U.  that  provides  enough 
seconds  and  thirds  in  a tracW  meet  to 
supplement  their  first  places  adequate- 
ly enough  to  win  track  meets. 

There  is  no  half  mile  relay  in  the 
conference  meet.  Utah  has,  without  a 
doubt,  the  finest  relay  squad  on  that 
distance  in  the  conference,  and  what 
does  it  get  them?  The  Utes  have  been 
abl  to  count  on  five  points  in  that 
event  in  every  track  meet  this  season. 
Replacing  that  many  points  in  the 
conference  meet  should  provide  Coach 
Armstrong  with  a slight  headache. 
Judged  in  the  light  of  this  situation 
the  Cougars  should  have  a distinct 
edge  on  the  Redskins  in  the  coming 
meet,  which  is  the  plum  of  Spring  col- 
legiate coyipetition. 

Agiations  are  going  forward  to  se- 
cure Y golf  enthusiasts  a place  to  in- 
dulge in  the  famous  “rich  man’s 
game.’’  Present  plans  are  to  eliminate 
much  of  the  expense  connected  with 
the  pastime,  and  it  is  expected  that 
future  “Bobby  Joneses”  will  be  able 
to  play  a round  or  two  of  pasture  pool 
on  the  Provo  Municipal  links  with  the 
expenditure  of  a tuition.

Four  powerful  track  teams,  repre- 
senting iirigham  Young  university  and 
Utah  university,  from  the  western  divi- 
sion, and  Colorado  Aggies  and  Colo- 
rado university  from  the  western  slope, 
will  rank  as  favorites  as  the  finals  ot 
the  1933  Rocky  Mountain  Conference 
track  and  field  meet  beginning  to- 
morrow at  Denver. 

Of  the  four,  Colorado  Aggies  and 
Utah,  by  virtue  of  their  division  win- 
nings, are  favored,  with  B.  Y.  U. 
practically  no  less  prominent.  The 
Cougars  boast  of  eight  firsts  and  a tie 
xor  first  in  last  week’s  division  meet, 
which  they  lost  by  three  points,  while 
Utah  garnered  but  five  firsts  and  a tie. 

Previous  records  this  year  indicate 
that  the  east  and  west  are  evenly 
matched.  Previous  marks  will  favor 
the  easterners  in  seven  events,  while 
the  Utes  and  Cougars  hold  similar  ad- 
vantages in  seven  with  two  events 
even. 

Goldstein  and  Greenwell,  Utah 
sprint  twins,  and  Powers,  Denver,  will 
be  the  chief  contenders  in  the  100  and 
220,  with  Powers  and  Goldstein  like- 
ly winners.  B.  Y.  U.  will  not  enter 
either  sprint  event,  Hutchinson  being 
saved  for  the  440  yard  dash  and  the 
mile  relay. 

440  Doubtful 

Smith  of  Colorado  Teachers  should 
win  the  440,  if  previous  times  are  to 
be  considered,  but  Jeppson  of  Utah 
and  Dudley  and  Hutchinson  of  the 
Y must  also  be  considered  as  likely 
visitors. 

LaMar  Taylor  will  have  things  his 
own  way  in  the  mile  run,  but  will  have 
to  be  on  his  toes  in  the  half  mile  to 
turn  back  the  challenge  of  his  team- 
mate, Ashby,  and  Kreager,  Colorado 
U. 

The  Cougar  captain,  Wilson,  looks 
like^the  winner  in  the  high  hurdles, 
and  may  take  the  low  hurdles  race 
also,  although  Morris,  Colorado  Ag- 
gies, look  like  the  money  in  the  latter 
event.  Schofield  and  Lewis  should 
bring  the  Y some  place  points  in  the 
obstacle  events,  with  Schofield  espec- 
ially likely  to  cause  a mild  upset. 

Host  of  Montana  will  win  the  two 
mile  with  ease,  and  will  probably 
break  the  record  in  doing  it.  Roberts, 
U.  S.  A.  C.  surprise  of  last  week’s 
meet,  is  another  favorite.  B.  Y.  U.’s 
trio  of  two-milers,  Snyder,  Dean,  and 
Nelson,  will  be  near  the  top,  and  two, 
possibly  three,  places  among  the  first 
five  points  getters  will  be  the  Cougar’s 
lot.  Snyder,  especially,  is  capable  of 
upsetting  the  dope  bucket. 

Johnson  of  Utah  and  Cruickshank 
will  probably  fight  it  out  for  first  in 
the  hammer,  with  Shober  and  Man- 
son,  Y.  close  behind.  Campbell,  U.  S. 
A.  C.  is  favored  in  the  shot,  with 
Cruichshank  and  Shober  also  consider- 
ed. 

Rivalry  Continued 

Rushford,  Utah  and  Brady,  Y,  are 
doped  to  continue  their  season-long 
rivalry  for  first  place  in  the  high 
jump,  with  Jameson  of  Colorado  U. 
and  Taylor  and  Reese,  of  B.  Y,  U.  all 
capable  of  spoiling  the  chances  of  the 
favorites. 

Clark,  Denver,  Davies,  Utah,  and 
Snell,  Y,  will  be  favored  in  the  javelin, 
and  Walton,  C.  U.  and  Simons,  U.  S. 
A.  C.  will  fight  it  out  for  top  spot  in 
the  discus. 

Millet  andi  Warner,  of  the  Y,  should 
show  up  well  in  the  broad  jump,  al- 
though Brummett,  Wyoming,  has  the 
best  mark  to  date  by  quite  a distance. 

The  mile  relay  will  be  a real  race, 
with  B.  Y,  U.,  Utah,  and  Colorado  U. 
likely  to  finish  one-two-three — barring 
anything  unusual. 

The  Cougar  tracksters  left  yesterday 
for  Denver.  Trials  in  nearly  all  events 
will  be  held  today,  with  the  finals 
coming  tomorrow.  The  complete  Cou- 
gar squad  to  make  the  trip  include:

Cougars  To  Be 
Represented  In 
A.A.U.  Meet 


Brigham  Young  university  will  be 
well  represented  in  the  A.  A.  U.  track 
and  field  meet  to  be  held  in  the  Utah 
stadium  May  27.  This  much  was  assur- 
ed Wednesday  when  Coach  Ott  Rom- 
ney announced  that  a large  number  of 
Y.  athletes  would  likely  participate  in 
the  meet. 

Three  of  the  state’s  outstanding 
weight  men,  two  of  Whom  are  Cou- 
gar graduates  have  been  drilling  hard 
for  the  meet  and  will  likely  turn  in 
some  fancy  marks.  They  are  George 
Corbett  in  the  discus,  Vernon  Scott 
in  the  hammer  and  Eddie  “Beef’  Pet- 
erson in  the  12  pound  shot. 

Corbett  will  be  remembered  as  one  of 
he  best  platter  tossers  that  the  staU- 
has  ever  produced.  But  George 
better  now  than  at  any  other  time  of 
his  colorful  career  at  the  Y.  He  at- 
tended the  Olympic  games  at  Los 
Angeles  last  summer  and  with  a field 
glass  studied  the  form  of  Anderson, 
who  won  the  event.  As  a result  of 
this  study  Corbett  has  changed  his 
form  and  has  been  spinning  the  plat- 
ter out  consistently  past  the  150  foot 
mark,  the  farthest  it  has  ever  been 
thrown  in  the  Rocky  Mountain  con- 
ference. He  has  been  drilling  daily 
with  the  Cougar  discus  tossers  and 
will  be  in  excellent  shape  for  the  meet. 
He  will  likely  enter  the  shot  put  but 
will  enter  his  strength  on  the  platter 
tossing. 

Scott  Looks  Good 

Vernon  Scott  another  B.  Y.  U.  grad- 
uate looks  as  though  he  will  take  the 
hammer  despite  the  fact  that  Johnson 
and  Howard  of  the  University  of  Utah 
have  both  got  the  ball  and  chain  out 
past  the  150  foot  mark.  ScotC  is  con 
sistent  at  155  feet,  in  fact  he  is  so  con- 
sistent he  can  get  seven  out  of  seven 
tries  past  that  mark  and  many  of  his 
tries  have  exceeded  the  present  con- 
ference record.  Scott  will  also  enter 
several  field  events  besides  his  special- 
ty.. 

Although  the  Provo  high  school  has 
been  out  for  almost  a week,  Peterson 
has  not  let  up  on  his  drilling  and  as 
a result  is  breaking  his  recently  state 
shot  put  record  daily.  Several  of  Pet- 
erson’s heaves  Wednesday  afternoon 
measured  over  50  feet  and  from  all  in- 
dications he  will  set  up  a record  that 
should  stand  for  sometime. 

Y To  Enter  Large  Squad 

Although  it  is  not  definite  just  how 
many  entries  the  B.  Y.  U.  will  make, 
it  is  quite  certain  that  they  will  en- 
ter a well  balanced  team  and  will  be 
particularly  strong  in  the  middle  dis- 
tance and  distance  runs  together  with 
the  hurdles  and  jumps  and  pole  vault. 

The  Cougars  made  almost  a clean 
sweep  of  the  events  at  the  A.  A.  U. 
meet  held  at  the  state  fair  last  fall 
and  they  are  hoping  that  they  can  re- 
peat on  May  27.

Tracksters  from  the  University  of 
Utah  won  the  state  meet  at  Logan 
last  Saturday  afternoon  but  only  after 
the  Cougars  had  given  them  a run  for 
their  money.  The  final  score  was 
Utah  63,  B.  Y.  U.  60  and  Utah  Aggies 
29. 

Saturday’s  meet  was  a duplication 
of  the  dual  meet  between  the  Utes 
and  the  Cougars,  except  that  the  Far- 
mers snared  at  least  a half  dozen 
points  that  the  dopesters  figured  would 
go  to  the  Cougars.  The  fact  that  the 
Y cinder  artists  came  so  close  of  over- 
taking the  Utes  despite  the  unexpect- 
ed points  taken  by  the  Aggies  was 
due  to  the  brilliant  work  of  Coach  Ott 
Romney’s  cohorts. 

Ed  Brady  tubned  in  one  of  the  most 
brilliant  performances  of  the  day  when 
he  out  jumped  “Snatch”  Rushforth  of 
Utah  and  in  so  doing  established  a 
new  state  record  of  6 feet  3 1/4  inches 
in  the  high  jump.  Our  Ed  came  with 
in  a nat’s  hair  of  breaking  the  con- 
ference record  but  wanted  something 
to  do  Saturday,  so  contented  himself 
with  a stae  record. 

Snell  Wins  Javelin 

Morris  Snell,  with  a first  in  the 
javelin,  turned  in  a brilliant  day’s  work 
while  Floyd  Millett  brought  the  Cou- 
gars a first  in  the  broad  jump  where 
they  were  only  conceded  a few  points. 

Captain  Pete  Wilson  set  the  pace 
for  his  team  mates  to  follow  in  scoring 
11  1/4  points  to  take  high  point  laurels 
of  the  meet.  Pete  won  the  two  ob- 
stacle races  with  ease  and  was  also  a 
member  of  the  winning  mile  relay 
team. 

Among  the  unexpected  turn  of 
events  was  the  work  of  Grant  Hutch- 
inson. Hutch  was  unable  to  get  in 
the  money  in  the  two  sprints  but  he 
out  ran  Jeppson  in  the  mile  relay  to 
give  the  Cougars  a first  in.  this  event. 
Because  of  his  brilliant  showing  Men- 
tor Romney  will  likely  keep  Hutch 
out  of  the  sprints  in  the  conference 
meet  and  will  use  him  in  the  quarter 
mile  along  with  Lyndon  Dudley. 

Ashby  Surprises  Taylor 

LaMar  Taylor  won  the  mile  with 
little  difficulty  but  in  the  half  mile 
race  as  he  turned  to  see  how  far  he 
was  leading  George  Ashby,  his  team 
mate,  George  sped  past  him  on  the 
other  side  and  the  best  Taylor  could 
get  out  of  the  race  was  a second. 

Both  of  these  middle  distance  run- 
ners turned  in  a great  race  in  the  mile 
relay. 

Thinking  that  Pyper  would  be  the 
man  to  beat  in  the  two  mile  grind 
Theron  Snyderf  ran  along  with  him 
step  by  step  but  in  the  mean  time; 
Roberts  of  the  Aggies  took  a com- 
manding lead  which  Snyder,  although 
he  came  up  fast,  was  unable  to  over- 
come. Had  Snyder  known  that  Pyper 
was  not  true  to  form  and  that  Rob- 
erts was  the  man  to  beat  he  could 
have  easily  won  the  race  as  he  had 
power  left  when  he  finished  the  race.

Lyndon  Dudley,  despite  the  fact 
that  he  was  suffering  from  pleurisy, 
ran  the  most  phenonomial  race  of  his 
career  and  took  a close  second  to 
Jeppson  of  Utah  in  the  440.
